SUES GOVERNMENT 
FOR $5,000 DAMAGES 

Jalier Burgess Files Petition la 
Federal Court Sho%ving Uam- * 
aye to Farm by Back Water 

— 

The first suit to be filed against 
the United States of America in 
Federal Court here in a long time, 
has been lodged with Deputy 
F€deral Qcrk Miss Sara Monday 
by William H. Burgess, jailer of 
Madison county, and owner of a 
j large farm which lies on the Keu- 
1 tucky river. Through his attor- 
ney. .'\. R. lUtrnam. .Mr. Bitrgess 
asks $5,000 frotn the government 
for damage done to his farm by 
back water frf)m the river, back- 
ing U]) Little Pole Cat ('reek, 
which runs through his farm. 

Mr. Burgess' farm consists of 
2X4.,^3 acres, lying on the river 
above Lock No. 11. Little I'olc 
Cat Creek cuts oflF 100 acres of the 
land frcmi the tract. To reach the 
iract on the other side of the 
creek. Burgess built a bridge. I 
I'or several years, he claims in 
his petition, back water from thcj 
river andcreekoverflowed his land ! 
causing sm,all damage. Imt he did 
not complain of contemi)late suit, 
until the steel shutt-er at the top 
of the lock was removed in \'^*^ 
and 1920 and a concrete dam. six 
feet high, was put on ip its place, 
."-^ince then the water at times of 
heavy rains and freshets has been 
up in the creek from the river in: 
such quanlities tha! the hrige has! 
been inundated and remh^red use-; 
less, and the 100 acres cut olT a' ' 
most completely. Ingress and' 
egress from this land is only j.os- 
sible at such times through the 
lands of others, over which he has 
no right of wa\'. In addition f" 
this, about 10 acres of the re^i of 
(he farm are so deeply covered 
I>y water that it is rendered wet, 
sloppy and unht for use. Mr.

The secretary then e^Iained that 
the club runs an employment bureau 
for its members, who are all regis- 
tered and classified by types.

Some artists 
j take a long time to complete their 
work, and othOTs work very fast. Some 
can afford to pay a high rate for a 
model, and others can scarcely afford 
to employ one at all.

A good model can now demand and 
collect a dollar an hour foivher work, 
at which rate some of them matce 
as much as $8 a day. 

Besides its employment bureau, the 
Art Workers' club, as it is called, op- 
crates a restaurant on the first floor 
of the house, which serves excellent 
meals at cost, while five o'clock tea 
is served everj- afternoon absolutel.y 
free.
